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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments contained therein are 
unpersuasive. In particular, the examiner does not have a way of testing gloss. What the examiner has noted is that the reference 
discloses gloss as a property of concern and has set forth a desired level of gloss. One of ordinary skill in the art would be able to achieve 
this disclosed level of gloss in a medium. In addition, that level is believed to inherently result in a specular gloss of greater than 20% at 
20 degrees. The instantly claimed value of 20% is a minimum and any higher level of gloss should inherently meet the instant claim 
language. The level disclosed by the prior art is believed to be a higher level of gloss. It is unclear to the examiner how the particles of 
Kawasaki et al. which are in the form of plates would not have a plate-like profile as argued by applicants. See p. 4, lines 6-14 of the 
reference . 
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
